Watch Tower 
Convention Held 
At Red Deer 

Mr. and Mrs. G. Bager with La- 
veme and Brenda Dase, attended 
a Wateh Tower convention at Red 
Deer last week-end. Jehovah’s 
Witnesses from south and central 
Alberta shared the spiritual food 
offered on the program. 

Principal speaker, C. E. Statton 
of Toronto, Ont. delivered the main 
talk Sunday afternoon, “Peace 
Among Men of Good Will” or 
Armageddon — which?” to a ca¬ 
pacity crowd of 2579. 

After draiwing attention to the 
fact that two world wars were 
fought over the question of “who 
will dominate the world politically 
and commercially?” Mr. Statton 
affirmed that “by all the tokens 
observable today, any third world 
war would be over the same quest¬ 
ion.” 

He next stated that, more cer¬ 
tainly than any third world war 
is the coming destruction at the 
hand of God in the Battle of Arma¬ 
geddon. “The reason for Arma¬ 
geddon is again the issue of world 
domination,” he went on, “for 
universal peace can exist only 
when God rules over all the earth.’ 

This convention of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses was billed as “the larg¬ 
est convention ever held in Red 
Deer”. Sleeping quarters were pro¬ 
vided for about 1500 delegates. 
All hotels and commercial accom¬ 
modations were used at this as¬ 
sembly and were obtained through 
door-to-door visitations by trained 
authorized personnel, on the peo¬ 
ple of Red Deer district. An office 
staff then processed, filed and 
matched available accommodation 
with room requests that came in 
from all over Alberta, some from 
other provinces and the United 
States. 

Friday evening C. E. Statton dis¬ 
counted the widespread theory that 
there is anything holy about the 
present City of Jerusalem. 

He pointed out that if such were 
the case, God would not have per¬ 
mitted the destruction of that city 
by the Romans in AD 70 and again 
by the Moslems and Crusaders on 
later occasions. 

Statton explained that the Christ¬ 
ian Greek Scriptures clearly set

They can¬ 
not preach one thing and at the 
same time live contrariwise.” 

He went on to urge the con¬ 
gregations of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
to free themselves from all com¬ 
munity responsibility for the sex¬ 
ual immorality of any of its mem¬ 
bers by following Paul’s direct¬ 
ions to ‘remove the wicked man 
from among yourselves’, 1 Corin¬ 
thians 5:13. 

“Sex worship is idolatry,” he 
concluded, “and naturally it leads 
to moral uncleaness. By all means 
avoid it!”

Let's make this Labor Day week-end the 
safest ever. It marks an end to the good old 
summer time and many summer-time sports. 

The Alberta Safety Council suggests we 
look back at the accident casualties over the 
Dominion Day Holiday to give us some indi¬ 
cation at the seriousness of the problem we 
face. During the July 1st merry making, 8 
Albertans were killed. 

Since the Labor Day weekend is tradition¬ 
ally the last opportunity each year for most 
families to get away for a fun spree before 
settling down to the fall and winter season, 
the temptation is probably much greater to 
over-exert themselves. 

The unfortunate result is that we attempt 
to crowd too much into this holiday opportun¬ 
ity. Many will press too hard, hurry too much 
and take too many unnecessary chances. 

This will make Labor Day a special prob¬ 
lem, and a very tough problem from an acci¬ 
dent prevention point of view, according to 
the Provincial Safety Council. 

Of course safe driving to and from recre¬ 
ation areas can't be over-stressed. Be sure 
that all the passengers in your car use seat 
belts. Allow plenty of time for your trip and 
adjust your speed to traffic, road and weather 
conditions. Obey traffic laws and signs and 
don't drink before driving. Be alert for mis¬ 
takes of other drivers which could result in a 
collision. If you obey these rules, your trip 
should be less tense and more enjoyable.

Young Mon's Predicament 

I know a young man who entered the 
working force the other day. I don't envy him 
the decision he feels he must make. 

In his opinion, he is joining a society in 
which he must strive to be very rich, or settle 
for being quite poor. . a freeloader in a coun¬ 
try determined to live high off the hog. He 
feels we older folks are loading society with 
services and costs. We will enjoy some of the 
services for a few years, quite cheaply. He 
will have to pay for them, quite dearly. 

He is a talented young man, with two 
bents: either school teaching or writing poet¬ 
ry. As a teacher, he would be in the middle- 
income group, and every service would be a , 
charge against his pay cheque. It is his con-' 
viction that the way things are going, the tax¬ 
es and other charges he would have to pay 
from his teaching salary would allow him to 
live in gentile poverty. He has little taste for 
that. 

On the other hand, he reasons that times 
will be excellent for the poet - because poets 
have little income against which government 
can levy taxes. He feels that innumerable 
services would be his for free - paid for by the 
teachers, farmers, professional people, the 
great body of the middle class. He would live 
in poverty, perhaps, but with services fit for a 
king pressed upon him, plus a Canada Coun¬ 
cil grant now and then so he could live it up 
a little. 

I pointed out to the young man that he 
had not discussed his other option: becoming 
quite rich. He said that he had abandoned 
that one, because he had no talent for finance 
and his rich uncle was looking quite sturdy 
these days. If wealth is thrust upon him, he 
feels he can survive it, but doubts his ability 
to go out and get it for himself. 

At the moment, he is rather set on be¬ 
coming a poet, and living in Bohemian pov¬ 
erty, cared for by a society more concerned 
about his welfare than it would be if he were 
teaching the children of the next generation. 

Perhaps he is right. Looks like a good 
decade for poets.

Medical Care 

Even doctors, who have grave doubts 
about a national, compulsory medical care 
plan, are not willing to engage in an all-out 
fight against it. Doctors, in the main, are con¬ 
vinced that in the long run it will do damage 
to the quality of service they are able to give. 

Doctors fear many persons will abuse 
such a service, and make it very difficultJor 
the patient in serious need of treatment to get 
it promptly. They would have preferred that 
governments, instead of taking over the en¬ 
tire field of medical care would provide finan¬ 
cial help to give care to those unable to pro¬ 
vide it for themselves. Or provide a form of 
disaster insurance against huge bills. 

Modern thinking, however, seems to be 
that you can't help the needy without helping 
everybody. If the poor man is offered assist¬ 
ance, it must also be given to the rich man- 
forced upon him, if need be. 

Charity is thought to degrade the re¬ 
cipient. The Good Samaritan would be puz¬ 
zled about how to behave in our modern so¬ 
ciety! 

My bet is that we will have a full-scale 
Medicare Plan in Canada within 10 years. It 
sounds so attractive to voters. Those who op¬ 
pose it appear to be meanies, enemies of the 
sick and maimed. Those who, having paid 
Hospital Insurance for years only to find no 
hospital bed available when they took sick, 
will listen closely to the critics. They will re¬ 
call the fruit stand owner who priced his ba¬ 
nanas away below his competitor - but had no 
bananas to sell. 

One thing is certain. If we get a national 
Pension Plan plus a national Medicare Plan, 
the total cost is going to give the family man 
in the middle-income level so many head¬ 
aches he will need his doctor more than ever 
before. Canada is becoming a country in 
which it is best to be either very poor or ex¬ 
tremely rich. The middle class takes the on¬ 
erous load.

Tags are 
lime savers 

Knowing how to shut off the 
water for the entire house or for 
any part of it can be extremely 
important in an emergency. 

That’s why it is well for all 
members of the family to know 
where the valves are and in which 
direction they should be turned 
to shut off the water. 

One way of identifying valves is 
to have a tag on each one indi¬ 
cating its function, that is, which 
fixture each controls. 

Valve identifying tags can be ob¬ 
tained from most plumbing con¬ 
tractors. 

The most important valve in a 
house is the main shut-off valve 
for the plumbing system. It is gen¬ 
erally located in the basement near 
the water meter and has a handle 
shaped like a wheel. 

If this valve has not been turn¬ 
ed for several years, it might re¬ 
quire a wrench to operate it. 

Because operation of this valve 
in emergencies is important, it is 
advisable to place a few drops of 
thin oil around the valve handle 
once or twice a year. 

Another idea which can aid in 
identifying parts of a plumbing 
system is to paint pipes a distinc¬ 
tive color. Suggested colors are- 
red for hot water supply lines, 
blue for cold water lines, yellow 
for waste and black for vent pipes.

If a homeowner must decide be¬ 
tween a new patio or a new 
powder room, you can be sure he’ll 
choose the plumbing; if the choice 
is between installing built-ins or 
modernizing his bathroom — again 
plumbing will win, says Norman

Many older folks prefer a tub 
bath, others appreciate the avail¬ 
ability of a tub for bathing small 
children. 

Tailored sink 
saves wives 

Many an aching back has re¬ 
sulted from leaning over a kit¬ 
chen sink full of dishes. 

At physical maturity the aver¬ 
age woman stands slightly over 
five feet four inches tall. Based 
on this average manufacturers 
recommend that sinks be installed 
36 inches from the floor. 

If the home-maker is above av¬ 
erage height, the experts say, she 
should consider having the kitchen 
sink installed at a more conveni¬ 
ent level. 

The tailored kitchen can be a 
real wife-saver. Installing the sink 
with the rim 38 inches from the 
floor and raising other work sur¬ 
faces as well, can take most of the 
drudgery out of doing the dishes 
and preparing meals.

Joseph Kandera of Bellevue, died 
in the Crows Nest Pass Municip¬ 
al Hospital on Thursday, August 
20 after a long illnesss. 

Mr. Kandera, age 61, was born 
in Tvrodsin, province of Arabia, 
Czechoslovakia, March 13, 1903. He 
came to Bellevue in 1930 and has 
lived here since. 

He worked in the Hillcrest Mo¬ 
hawk, Coleman, Michel and Belle¬ 
vue mines until his retirement in 
1960. 

A member of the Canadian Slo¬ 
vak Benefit Society and the Belle¬ 
vue UMWA, he had served in the 
Slovak army. 

He was predeceased by his wife 
Veronica in Czechoslovakia in 1963 
and is survived by two sons in 
Czechoslovakia and a brother-in- 
law Andrew Tarcon, Coleman. 

Prayers were said in St. Cyril’s 
Roman Catholic Church, Bellevue, 
at 7 p.m. Friday. 

Rev. S. A. Hanke officiated at 
Requiem High Mass in Sit. Cyr¬ 
il’s Church at 10 am.

Three Year 
Big Game 
Bag Limit 

To accommodate the rapidly in¬ 
creasing population of hunters in 
Alberta, the Fish and Wildlife 
branch of the Department of Lands 
and Forests has replaced the prov¬ 
ince’s 22 Hunting Zones with 134 
Wildlife Management Units and in¬ 
stituted a three-year big game bag 
limit and season forecast, accord¬ 
ing to Hon. N. A. Willmore, Min¬ 
ister of Lands and Forests. 

The Wildlife Management units 
(W.M.U.) have been set up to al¬ 
low more intense management of 
the entire wildlife resources, thus 
providing the opportunity for more 
hunters to harvest more of the 
game crop without destroying the 
brood stock. The long range fore¬ 
cast will allow persons basing holi¬ 
days on hunting seasons the op¬ 
portunity of making plans well in 
advance. 

In establishing the W.M.U.’s, the 
province was divided into five maj¬ 
or regions, each differing from the 
other in climate, soil, vegetation 
and type of game. Each region was 
further divided into Management 
Units, numbered in series accord¬ 
ing to the region. Thirty units in 
the P-400 series are located in the 
dry grassland area of southeast¬ 
ern Alberta. Another 31 units — 
P-200 series — are located in the 
east central parkland region, 30 
i F-300) in the Western foothills, 23 
(S-400) in the mountains and 20 
i M-500) are located in the mixed 
forest area of the northern part 
of the province. 

This arrangement provides more 
flexibility in management, enab¬ 
ling officials to treat game on a 
local population basis. Hunting ar¬ 
eas for all three groups of game 
(big game) upland birds and wat¬ 
erfowl) may now be established by 
designating specific groups of 
management units to be hunted 
in. 

When a specific area is found 
unsuitable for hunting, due to a 
depletion of the game population, 
it may be closed, while surround¬ 
ing units with good population of 
game are left open to hunters. In 
many cases the group of WMU’s 
open on a specific animal or bird 
will correspond to the areas previ¬ 
ously designated by zones. 

It is pointed out that each reg¬ 
ion must be treated differently be¬ 
cause of different species involv¬ 
ed. For instance, antelope and 
sage grouse are found primarily 
in the grassland region, while the 
largest populations of white tailed 
deer and ruffed grouse are found 
in the parkland region. By the 
same token, management units 
may be treated individually be¬ 
cause of differences in densities 
of game and human populations 
and access to hunting areas 

The new arrangement does not 
mean there will be 134 seasons on 
each species. Seasons will be es¬ 
tablished for each species, as usu¬ 
al, but it may be possible to ex¬ 
tend seasons in a unit or group of 
units, or necessary to shorten the 
season in another unit or group of 
units, depending upon conditions in 
the units concerned. 

A similar, though more select¬ 
ive, arrangement has already been 
announced regarding antelope¬ 
hunting in the province. Antelope 
are treated separately because of 
the tremendously large numbers of 
hunters in proportion to animal 
population. 

Hie long range season and bag 
limit forecast represents the mini¬ 


mum season and minimum bag 
limit on males only. Forecasts will 
be reviewed prior to each season, 
bag limits extended to include fe¬ 
males, where applicable, and the 
seasons extended where condi¬ 
tions permit. In some extreme cas¬ 
es, such as an epidemic among a 
species, it may be necessary to 
reduce limits and seasons in cer¬ 
tain areas. 

Schedule pamphlets (including 
maps) on big game and game birds 
along with the big game forecast, 
will be. available prior to the hunt¬ 
ing season. Information in excess 
of what is contained in the pamph¬ 
lets may be obtained from the 
nearest Fish and Wildlife office.
